THIRTEEN HUNDRED years is a long time to 


* wait for fame. 


Malmesbury, winding grey-walled, 


tiny English country town, has been dreaming 


placidly on its Cotswold , 


hillside since 640 A.D. 
At last, in 1940, it has got 
into the newspapers. 

In the 1,300 intervening years 
it has known three other Jocal 
sensations. ; 

The first was when, in the 12th 
century, an adventurous youn monic 
named Elmer fitted wings to 
honds and his feet and leapt boldly 
fromthe top of the abbey tower, 

Ye flew 220 yards, the legend in- 
slals, before gravity prevailed and he 
fell to the ground, breaking both his 
leys, - 

Then there was the sad Ineldent of 
the Dulce of Clarence who, you will 
remember from your history books, 
was drowned at the Tower of London 
Inn butt of malmsey wine In 1478, 

Seven yenrs cariler he had seized 
the grent estates, Including those fn 
Wiltshire, of Warwick the King 
Maker, whén he. died. 

Thirdly, there was the case of Miss 
Hannoh Wynnoy who, [n 1703, at'the 
age of 33, was caten by a tiger, which 
escaped from a circus visiting Mal- 
mesbury.

Her tragedy Is poignantly com-

HE Chancellor's revelation that the 
war fs costing this country at 
least £6,000,000 1 day—just over 


-£4,000-a~- minute—Is: sufficiently -im~-}-.- 


pressive proof of the cnormous burden 
twentieth century totalitarian hos- 
{lilies place on the belligerents. 


Actually that is not the end of the 
story, because when Britain.is fully 
into her war stride the cost will most 
probably rise to half as much again. 


As a measure of the extent of the 
national effort £6,000,000 fs. more 
dramatic than final, For, although 
expressed In sterling of present day 
purchasing power, it is actually great 
er’than the daily expenditure In the 
Intter days of the -Grenat “War, ‘it 
represents n materially smaller frac- 
tlon of .the nattonal tr.come than 21 
years ago. ‘ 


A well-known cconomist, Mr. Colin 
Clork, now Government statistician in 
Queensland, estimates that In 1018 
Great Britaln was devoting to war 
purposes 60 per cent. of the current 
national. income. So far in this war 
only about 40 per cent, is being de- 
voted to them. Furthermore—and 
this 1s greatly in our favour—he 
reckons that the prseent productive 
capneity of British industry jis half os 
large again os it was in 1916. There- 
fore the expenditure on the present 
scale could: be continued for ‘a num- 
ber of years without undue burdens, 


The Tax-payer’s Lead 


This policy, however, would drag 
out the conflict. Britain's alm is to 
throw the whole weight of her re- 
sources into. the struggle to bring it 
to a speedy conclusion, and It ts plain 
that _£6,000,000.a day by no means 
represents our maximum effort. 


The financial side of the present 
war very much resembles that of tho 
Great War. The upward sweep of 
expenditure is. following much the 
same course. ‘In September {t was 
£5,250,000 a day, and it will soon: be 
25 per. cent: greater than that, 


It ts interesting .to. “compare the 
expenditure curves of the Great War 
and the present war. They show

millions, Taxation will raise about 
£995,000,000 this year. This proves 
that so far the Government is only 
taking in taxation about 16 per cent. 
Although taxation seems heavy en- 
ough, before the close of the Great 
War nearly 30 per cent. was deing 
taken in taxation to finunce the 
struggle, 


If Inflation Came_ 


These figures are further proof thut 
Britain has by no means reached the 
maximum of.her~ war cffort. The 
national income jis bound to Increase, 
and, as Sir Walter Layton has pointed 
out, if by financial mismanagement 
‘uncontrolled inflation sets in, it would 
rise to astronomical figures—with the 
danger of terrible collapse as in Ger- 
many. after the war.

_ THIRTEEN HUNDRED years is a long time to 
wait for fame, Malmesbury, winding grey-walled, - 
tiny English country town, has been dreaming 


_placidly on its Cotswold 
hillside since 640 A.D. 
At last, in 1940, it has got 
into the newspapers. . 

In the 1,300 intervening years 
it has known three other local 
sensations, 

The first was when, In the 12th 
eentury, an ‘adventurous young monic 
nomed Elmer fitted wings to his 
hands and his fect and leapt boldly 
from the top of the abbey tower. 

He flew 220 yords, the legend in- 
sists, before gravity prevailed and he 
fell to the ground, breaking both his 
legs. . ; 

Then there was the sad incident of 
the Duke of Clarence who, you will 
remember {rom pou history boolcs, 
was drowned at the Tower of London 
in a. butt of malmscy wine in 1478, 

Seven.yenrs carlicr he had seized 
the grent estates, including those in 
Wiltshire,, of Warwick the King 
Maker, when he died. . 

Thirdly, there was the case of Miss 
Hannah Wynnoy who, in 1703, at the 
age of 33, was caten by a tiger, which 
escnped from a circus visiting Mal- 
mesbury. ;

‘Her tragedy is poignantly com- 

memorated on a_ tombstone:in the 

graveyard of Malmesbury Abbey: 
In the Uloom of Life : 
She’s snatched from hence 
She had not room 
To make defence 
For Tuner flerce 
Took life away 
And here ashe Hes 
In bed of Clay 
Until the Resurrection Day. 

But Malmesbury never got Into the 
Popers until January 1, 1940, when 
suddenly it became the centre of a 
huge prosecution” for alleged fraud, 
involving £10,000, 20 accused, 115 
witneases, 1,500 exhibits, and all the 
bustling activity of a - large-scale 
court case. 

Making History — . 

And- every day since, apart from 
Sundays anda short adjournment

MIDSHIPMAN 

A Midshipman is not a 
commissioned officer, but 
an officer under training, 
and is officially classed as a 
“subordinate officer.” 

Both Midshipmen and 
Naval Cadets wear buttons 
instead of stripes on their 
cuffs. They are distin- 
guished from cach other by 
the white patched officially 
known as “turnbacks,” 
worn by Midshipmen on the 
coat lapels.

Tribute To Late Me. Hodgson 

The Chairman moving the adop- 
tlon of the report and accounts said: 

Before proceeding with the yusl- 
ness of the meeting, it ls my painful 
duty to have to record officially the 
death of Mr. Paul M. Hodgson, The 
late Mr. Hodgson, as you are no 
doubt aware, was a member of this 
Board for 14 years in an unbroken 
line, and {n his demise, the Company 
has been deprived of the services of 
a wise and resourceful counsellor. 
May .1 ask that you will stand for a 
moment In silence as a mark of your 
respect to his. memory? 

The profit for the year under re-~ 
view, after making provision for a! 
known contingencies, was $283,676.14, 
equal to 13.03% on issued capilat. 

You will recnll that in my especch 
at the previous annual general meet- 
ing I stated that the profit earned In 
1938 was exceptional as It had been 
earned under the oxtraordinary con- 
ditions ruling throughout that year, 
and of the $550,000 made in 1038 the 
sum of $278,000 had becn derived 
trom leased godowns accommodating 
distressed cargo, thus the profit from 
our own properties was $278,000. At 
the beginning of 1930 all leased go- 
downs, except the North Point Yard, 
had been given up und the profit for 
the year from this source. was only 
$35,000 whilst the carnings on our 
own properties amounted to $279,000, 

Godowns Full To Capacity 

The year 1930 opened with 
“moderate -demand --for- space, _which, 
except for the set-ba-k at the begin- 
ning of the war, improved during the 
-year until a peak = was reached in 
November last, which proved to bea 
record month for carnings from our 
own properties in the Company's his- 
tory. During the present year our 
godowns have been full to .capacily 
and the demand for storage space 
seems likely to continue, We have 
not been oble to rent sufficient go- 
down space to take care of all our 
clicnts’ demands, but for the .accom= 
modation of a few of our old clients
